this.----- That, as the gentle and amicable Rayes _£f N.ta benes

The 
ingenious Gezethliacal Aſtrologer may {pare me 
the trouble of 7 ſtances, he can eaſily prove the 
truth hereof himſelf. 

- Albeit, Mr. Wing was a Man of ſuch admire. 
ble parts as you have heard, yet he was the /eaſ# 
admirer of his own abilities of any Man in the 
World ; but ſtill induſtrious to improve them. 
His defire was ſo ſtrong after #udy, that he e- 
ven negleted himſelf tor it's ſake, and for the 
great contentment he took therein. And though 
his attainments were great, yet was he known 
more to lament and bemoan his defeFs and ims 
perfeFions, than any way to boaſt of his ll. 
He was no way Oftentatio::s, but on the contra- 
ry, very bamblez and had nothing of the Pha- 
riſaical temper or humour, but like the Lader 
Ear in Harveſt, {till bent his head downward 3 
and (with the Peacock.) more often /ook'd upon 
his Feez, than his Plames : being ever obſerved 
in all company, to give unto others the prece- 
dence, or right hand, which perhaps did not in- 
herit the hundreth part of his #nderſtanding 
and knowledge. | 

But now, although he was of ſo ſeli-denying 
a temper and diſpoſition, and never apt to be- 
gin qudrrels or contentions with any Man; yet 
hath it been his fortane (againſt his inclination) 
to be engaged in differences : he having been 
(by ſome ambitious and troubleſome Perſons ) 
publickly abuſed in Print: by two eſpecially,

And theretore 
it is no wonder,that a man {o popular as Mr. Wing, 
hath met with his Share of affronts and abuſes : 
it ſhould rather have been Recorded a Miracle 
tor him to have miſſed them. But Mr. Wing 
was too great « Philoſopher, and too good an 
Aſtrologer to be concerned or troubled at ſuch 
vanities. It wasa ſatisfattion to him (ufficient, 
to know that he had juſtly and fairely demon- 
ftrated and advanced the Trxth of what he 
Studied, and therein diſcharged a good mind. 
And he having met with the approbation and 
thanks of the moſt judicious and knowing, for 
his great pains and induſtry, looked upon the 
ignorant and falſe attempts of his adverſaries 
to be too ſencergleſs to impare his worth, and 
their hatred too imbecil and truthleſs totorment 
or diſcompoſe him.

lis and Children : that they might not ( atrer 
his Deceaſe ) turn Wolves and Tygers each to 
other; as in foo many very good Families (for 
want of ſuch 'care and torefight ) it is, God 
knows, too frequently ſeen; and ( when paſt 
remedy ) too varnly lamented, 


. 'Laſtly , Mr. Wing was a man fo zaturally 
made for Aﬀion, and fo mnch abominating 
* Kemiſſeneſy and Dulneſs ; that'to follow . his 
employments, he often hazzarded his much 
to be prized Health : he having for near 
thirty years together, been conſtantly upon b#- 
ſineſs, riding early 'and late, 1n all kinds of 
wearher, wayes, and ſeaſons, which (ſine Dubio) 
was the propinquate canſe (at length ) of a 
very great Hoarſneſs, which began to _

him violently in the beginning of the forty- 
nineth year of his Age, it being a year Gl;- 
materical : which Hoarſneſs was (after ſome 
interval of time) attended with a Conſump- 
tion and Catarrhe; whereof in the moneth 
of September , 1668. and the twentieth day 
thereof , when the Moon was. in an oppoſiti- 
on of Saturn, he ended all his Tedious La- 
bours and Travels, with this his Terreſtrial 
Pilgrimage : And ſo, receiving an exchange 
to a better Life, 1s now at Reſt with God.

laſt; and had not Strength and Yigor firſt 
left him., he had never . left his Employment;
